then north, a distance of 549.9 feet; then west 50 feet 
to the west boundry line of Hatfield Road then south to 
the point of beginning. 


After passage of this Ordinance, approval bv the 
Mayor and legal publication, a duly certified copy of this Ordinance, of 
the recommendation of the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission, and of the 
action of the Mayor, shall be transmitted by the City Clerk to the Board 
of Public Works of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana.
